One-year anniversary. 

Deployment of Alberta 
firefighters key in 
fighting tragic blaze 


As the province reflects on the 
one-year anniversary of the 
devastating fires that swept 
through Slave Lake, Edmonton 
firefighters still vividly recall 
battling the inferno. 

Edmonton Fire Rescue sent 
more than 200 off-duty fire¬ 
fighters, reserve trucks and sup¬ 
port vehicles to Slave Lake on 
May 15, 2011. 

Edmonton firefighter Jack 
Wozney got the call at midnight 
that day to get over to the prov¬ 
incial operations centre and 
start gathering resources from 
all comers of the province. 

“I couldn’t imagine what 
they were going through. I was 
talking to fire chief Jamie Coutts

year, the Canadian press file 


on radio and he was asking to 
send whatever we can,” Woz¬ 
ney recalled. “He was so emo¬ 
tionally and physically drained.” 

Coutts said the deployment 
of firefighters came right when 
they were needed most. 

“Edmonton firefighters 
were key. They came in large 
numbers and at a critical time,” 
he said. 

Volunteers from across the 
province and Canada, including 
more than 1,000 firefighters, 


travelled to Slave Lake to help 
with the fires and rebuilding. 

“It was wonderful to hear 
so many people talk about how 
Albertans responded, like first 
responders, volunteers and the 
Red Cross. It’s not the sort of 
day we ever expect to have in Al¬ 
berta and Albertans really came 
through,” Premier Alison Red- 
ford said at a ceremony in Slave 
Lake to mark the anniversaiy of 
the wildfires.

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Building on education 


School 
design to 
evolve under 
new minister 


Bringing with him experi¬ 
ence working on Alberta’s 
infrastructure portfolio, 
the new education minis¬ 
ter is looking at pushing 
the boundaries of school 
design in the province. 

Offering up his first in¬ 
sights since being named 
the top dog on primary 
education in Alberta, 
Minister Jeff Johnson said 
new schools his govern¬ 
ment has pledged to build 
will likely incorporate 
more of a “multiplex” 
design. 

During the recent 
provincial election 
campaign, Premier Alison 
Redford pledged to build 
50 new schools in Alberta 
and upgrade 70 others by 
2017. 

“Obviously, there’s a 
certain piece of school 
capital that can be coolcie- 
cuttered, but I think we 
also need to recognize the 
uniqueness of every com¬ 
munity,” Johnson said. 

To the new minister, 
this could mean a design 
that includes components 
of both a school and com¬ 
munity recreation centre, 
health clinic or maybe 
even a district police 
station. 

Some communities 
have already experi¬ 
mented with such 
designs, and Alberta 
School Board Association 
president Jacquie Hansen 
said research indicates 
schools are more likely 
to maintain enrolment 
if they offer value to the 
community beyond just 
classrooms and chalk¬ 
boards. 

“This is something we 
have been talking about 
for a very long time,” 
Hansen added. “I have 
to say I am very excited 
about this idea, this con¬ 
cept.” JEREMY NOLAIS/METRO

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Rafferty is a ‘monster,’ 
judge says at sentencing 


25 years in prison. 

Condemns killer for 
snuffing out young life 
in order to gratify 
his ‘twisted and 
deviant desire’ 


Michael Rafferty maintained 
his innocence Tuesday in the 
brutal abduction, rape and 
killing of Victoria Stafford as 
the judge presiding over the 
case labelled him a “monster.” 

Rafferty apologized to the 
eight-year-old girl’s family in 
court after hearing the dev¬ 
astating effects of her death 
three years ago, but staunch¬ 
ly denied carrying out the 
crimes he was convicted of 
Friday. 

“I am guilty of many crimes 
and there are a lot of things I 
am very, very ashamed of, but 
these three counts I still stand 
firmly behind not guilty,” he 
said. 

At the same time, he ad¬ 
mitted to being “veiy defin¬ 
itely part of why Victoria’s

A barnstorming Stratford, 
Ont., woman with a daredevil 
streak and a passion for ad¬ 
venture has quietly become 
a member of Jordan’s royal 
family. 

Aerobatic pilot Basmah 
Hasan became Princess Bas¬ 
mah in January after she wed 
Prince Hamzah of Jordan’s 
Hashemite royal family. 

Hamzah is the son of the 
late King Hussein and his 
American-born wife, Queen 
Noor, and is a senior officer 
in Jordan’s forces. He is the 
half-brother of the current 
King. The couple met while 


33-year-old Hasan was work¬ 
ing as the chief pilot at the 
Royal Aero Sports Club of Jor¬ 
dan last year. 

She had blazed a trail 
in the skies over the Arab 
world by becoming the first 
certified aerobatic pilot and 
a certified glider pilot in the 
country. 

The prince, 32, was a 
fixed-wing pilot trained at 
Britain’s Royal Military Acad¬ 
emy Sandhurst. 

“She fell in love with this 
man, madly in love with him, 
they’re very much in love,” 
says sister Yasmen Hasan of 


Ottawa, the family’s spokes¬ 
person. 

“You can just see it. When 
you’re in the room with them 
it’s electric. She happened to 
fall in love with a man who’s 
a prince, but it’s the man 
she’s with, that’s who she’s 
dedicated her life to, and him 
to her, and he just happened 
to have that title and come 
from that family.”

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Massacre to 
shine light 
on Syria? 


Now UN team may 
tell world. Observers 
nearby as troops fire on 
funeral mourners, 20 
feared dead 


A United Nations convoy of 
observers was blasted by a 
roadside bomb in Syria on 
Tuesday. 

It happened just minutes 
after regime forces gunned 
down mourners at a funeral 
procession nearby, witnesses 
said. Twenty people may have 
been killed. 

It was not clear how close 
the observers were to the fu¬ 
neral shootings. But if con¬ 
firmed, a regime attack on 
civilians directly in front of 
the observers could put pres¬ 
sure on them to describe pub¬ 
licly what they are seeing in 
Syria. They report back to the 
UN but have not publicized 
their findings. 


Burst of violence 


“This is a real massacre 
and it took place in the 
presence of UN observ¬ 
ers.”

A video of the bomb attack 
was posted online by activ¬ 
ists. There were no injuries. 

“The front of a UN car 
took a direct hit,” said activ¬ 
ist Fadi al-Yassin. “Everyone 
ran in panic but the observ¬ 
ers stayed in the car. People 
tried to talk to them but they 
wouldn’t even open their 
windows.” 

The two attacks took place 
in the town of Khan Sheik- 
houn.

Within months, Canadian 
shoppers could have the option 
of paying for purchases with 
cash, credit or by BlackBeny. 

Whether they’ll actually do 
so is another matter. 

CIBC and Rogers Com¬ 
munications announced a 
partnership Tuesday that will 
harness the Near Field Com¬ 
munication technology built 
into newer BlackBerrys, al¬ 
lowing the phones to act like 
a credit card at checkout. 

The technology will work 
exclusively with CIBC credit 
card accounts and BlackBerrys 
on the Rogers network at 
launch, which is tentatively 
scheduled for “later this year.”

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have their smartphone,” said 
David Williamson, senior exec¬ 
utive vice-president of retail 
and business banking for CIBC. 

But consumer surveys sug¬ 
gest Canadians may not be all 
that keen on the notion of a 
digital wallet. 


New research released 
Tuesday by Google suggested 
Canadians are lukewarm on 
the idea of using their phones 
to make online purchases. 
After speaking with 1,000 
Canadian smartphone users, 
only 20 per cent said they had 
made a mobile purchase and 
only 16 per cent said they ex¬ 
pected to boost their mobile 
shopping in the following 
year. 

Meanwhile, a Mastercard 
research project called the 
Mobile Payments Readiness 
Index ranked Canada as the 
second best of 34 global mar¬ 
kets in terms of being set to 
embrace mobile transactions 
(Singapore ranked first). 

But while Canada ranked 
high for its partnerships 
between banks and govern¬ 
ments, and its business and 
regulatory environments, it 
was below average when it 
came to the consumer-readi¬ 
ness metric.

Software piracy 
totals $ 1.1 billion 

The value of software piracy 
in Canada totalled more than 
$1.1 billion last year with 40 
per cent of computer users 
admitting they acquired soft¬ 
ware illegally, according to a 
study released Tuesday. 

The Business Software 
Alliance study found that 


nearly one in three copies of 
software was unlicensed in 
Canada in 2011. 

The study also found that 
admitted software pirates in 
Canada were predominantly 
male between the ages of 25 
and 34. Globally, the study 
found that piracy rates in 
emerging markets towered 
over those in mature markets 
— at 68 per cent, compared 
to 24 per cent, on average.

The Harper government sent 
confusing signals Tuesday 
about coming changes to 
employment insurance rules, 
declaring in favour of a hard¬ 
line approach while indicat¬ 
ing the new measures will be 
moderate. 

Human Resources Min¬ 
ister Diane Finley told the 
House of Commons there’s 
no plan to force jobless work¬ 
ers receiving El benefits to 
take any job available, as the 
finance minister seemed to 
suggest the day before. “Can¬ 
adians will be expected to 
take jobs appropriate to their 
skill level in their area,” she 
said.

To something called “quantum entanglement.” 

Quantum entanglement is weird. Somehow, subatomic 
particles act on each other and it doesn’t matter if they’re in 
the same room or at opposite ends of the Milky Way. As soon 
as you know that one is “up,” you know the other is “down” 
and vice versa. That’s an oversimplification, but this entire 
column is an oversimplification. Trust me, you really don’t 
want the unabridged version. 

Quantum entanglement is so weird it blew Einstein’s 
mind. He called it “spooky action at a distance,” and thought 
it invalidated quantum theoiy until physicist John Bell proved 
it actually happens, thereby inventing Bell’s Theorem. 

Weird as it may be, quantum entanglement has fired up 
the imaginations of scientists everywhere, who think that 
someday it will mean super¬ 
fast quantum computers, in¬ 
stant communications across 
vast distances, time-travel 
and even teleportation, as in 
“Beam me up, Scotty.” 

As we speak, on science 
blogs everywhere, people 
are earnestly debating the 
safety hazards associated with 
teleportation — whether or 
not it’s the actual Captain 
Kirk who arrives back on 
the Enterprise or a quantum 
copy. The real Kirk has died 
and is left behind on Regulus 
III — his quantum copy just 
doesn’t know it. 

Back on the real Earth, progress is being made on untan¬ 
gling quantum entanglement. One group of Chinese scientists

It’s a stoiy of a little boy who 
is bullied at school. It would be 
universal, except that Norman 
is able to see ghosts and zom¬ 
bies. 

And the 3-D movie is shot 
using labour-intensive stop-mo¬ 
tion technology. At a time when 


computer-generated imagery is 
creating stunning and elaborate 
animation, the tactile quality of 
ParaNorman is refreshingly un¬ 
usual. 

Part comedy, part horror pas¬ 
tiche, ParaNorman (in theatres 
August 17) is produced by Lailca, 
the studio that made Coraline, a 
2009 3-D stop-motion children’s 
film, nominated for an Acad¬ 
emy Award for best animated 
feature. 

ParaNorman writer and co¬ 
director Chris Butler has a soft 
spot for the paranormal, hav¬ 
ing grown up on The Goonies, 
Ghostbusters and Scooby-Doo. 

“I think there is something 
thrilling to kids about monsters. 
As long as you’re saying that 
there’s a monster and it can be 
beaten. I think that’s import¬ 


ant,” he says. 

The directors wanted a raw, 
gritty animation style. And 
the studio focused on real-life 
materials to achieve it. In its 
puppet and set-construction 
departments, fine artists, jewel¬ 
ers, engineers, and even chem¬ 
ists crafted the characters and 
scenes. 

While the movie boasts some 
high-profile voices — including 
young stars Kodi Smit-McPhee 
and Anna Kendrick — much 
of the “acting” is shared by an 
invisible cast of about 25 anima¬ 
tors who work alone, manipu¬ 
lating the puppets on separate 
sets, and sometimes shooting as 
few as 15 or 16 frames in an en¬ 
tire day (less than one second of 
footage). On a good day, they’ll 
shoot several seconds. 


Director duo 


Sam Fell and Chris Butler 
(writer) teamed up to co- 
direct this children’s film. 


• According to Butler, the 
original idea was "John 
Carpenter-meets-John 
Hughes.” Carpenter 
directed horror clas¬ 
sic Halloween, while 
Hughes directed Ferris 
Bueller's Day Off.

Book-tumed-movie, with a rare self-help twist 




Big-screen adaptations of books 
are common. This year, every¬ 
thing from The Lorax to The 
Hunger Games and even Abra¬ 
ham Lincoln: Vampire Hunter 
are making the leap from page 
to stage. 

Less common is the rework¬ 
ing of self-help books for the 
movies. Earlier this year, Think 
like a Man, a rom-com based 
on Steve Harvey’s bestselling 
advice book, was a huge hit. 
Now this weekend, pregnancy 
guide What to Expect When 


You’re Expecting gets the all- 
star treatment as a comedy star¬ 
ring Cameron Diaz, Jennifer 
Lopez and Elizabeth Banks. 

Self-help guides rarely get 
adapted into movies because 
they generally lack a dramatic 
arc. 101 Ways to Improve Your 
Communication Skills Instant¬ 
ly, for instance, doesn’t offer 
up much in the way of exciting 
drama, but some filmmakers 
have found ways of creating 
compelling stories from advice 
books. 

In 1962, when Helen Gur¬ 
ley Brown’s book Sex and the 
Single Girl sold two million 
copies in three weeks, Holly¬ 
wood came calling. The book’s 
then-controversial premise — 


that women should enjoy sex 
in or out of wedlock — was, 
however, watered down into a 
salute to marriage, which bet¬ 
ter suited the tone of the times 
than the book’s feminist mes¬ 
sage. 

Years later, both Sex and 
the City and Renee Zellweger’s 
sex farce Down with Love both 
looked to the book for inspira¬ 
tion. Not all self-help book 
adaptations are successful, 
however. One review for Let’s 
Go To Prison, based on an ad¬ 
vice book by Jim Hogshire, said, 
“89 minutes that drag on like, 
well, a prison sentence,” while 
He’s Just Not That Into You was 
likened to “reliving your 20s, 
minus the fun.”

2 medium-sized sweet potatoes, (around 
500 g) 

l level teaspoon cayenne pepper. Plus extra 
for sprinkling 


This is a lovely alternative to tradition¬ 
al chili con carne. It’s packed with 
good stuff so is a great choice for vege¬ 
tarians and meat-eaters alike. 

To prepare the chili: 

1. Preheat the oven to 200°C/ 400°F. 

2. Peel the sweet potatoes and cut 
into bite-sized chunks. Sprinkle with 
a pinch each of cayenne, cumin and 
cinnamon, drizzle with olive oil and 
scatter with a pinch of salt and pep¬ 
per. Toss to coat then put them on a 
baking tray. 

3. Peel and roughly chop the onion. 
Halve, de-seed and roughly chop the 
peppers. Pick the coriander leaves and 
put aside, finely chop the stalks. De- 
seed and finely chop the chilies. Peel 
and finely chop the garlic. 

To cook your chili: 

4. Put the tray of sweet potato in the 
hot oven to cook for 40 minutes until 
soft and golden. 


heat and add a couple lugs of olive oil. 
Add the onion, peppers and garlic and 
cook for 5 minutes. Add the coriander 
stalks, chili and spices and cook for 
another 5 to 10 minutes, stirring every 
couple of minutes. 

6. Drain the cans of beans, then tip 
them into the pan with the tinned 
tomatoes. Stir well and bring to the 
boil, then reduce to a medium-low 
heat and leave to tick away for 25 to 
30 minutes. Keep an eye on it, and add 
a splash of water if it gets a bit thick. 

To serve your chili: 

7. Get the roasted sweet potato out of 
the oven and stir it through your chili 
with most of the coriander leaves. 
Taste and season with sea salt and 
freshly ground black pepper, if need¬ 
ed. 

8. Scatter the remaining leaves over 
the top, and serve with some sour 
cream, guacamole and rice or tortillas.

AJAC Eco-Run proves saving fuel starts with the driver

Fuel economy is an import¬ 
ant issue these days, especially 
whenever gas prices spike. You 
might be tempted to trade in 
your older vehicle for one that 


gets better mileage, but even 
that won’t make a huge differ¬ 
ence unless you also change 
your driving habits. 

That was the idea behind 
the Eco-Run, presented by the 
Automobile Journalists Associa¬ 
tion of Canada (AJAC) last week. 
Over three days, auto writers 
drove 22 cars with fuel-saving 
technology from Brighton to 
London, Ont., to compare how 
they did against the published 
fuel figures for each. 

The cars including all-elec¬ 
trics, hybrids and extended- 
range vehicles; one with a 
diesel engine; and gasoline- 
powered cars that incorpor¬ 
ate such things as optimized 
engines, lightweight construc¬ 


tion, improved aerodynamics 
and start-stop technology that 
shuts off the engine when 
you’re stopped at a light. 

The models ranged from 
a two-seater Smart, to a Mer¬ 
cedes-Benz AMG and even a 
Porsche. On our first leg of the 
journey, we tried to keep our 
feet light on the throttles. 

A representative from Nat¬ 
ural Resources Canada (NRCan) 
reported that of the 14 vehicles 
whose numbers could immedi¬ 
ately be crunched, 70 per cent 
came in meeting or beating 
their official fuel figures. 

We then got a pep talk that 
included five driving tips from 
NRCan’s AutoSmart program: 
accelerate gently, maintain a 


steady speed, anticipate traffic, 
coast to decelerate, and avoid 
high speeds. 

On the second leg, we were 
up to 80 per cent — and that 
included my achieving a mere 
6.8 L/100 km in the Porsche 
Panamera Hybrid, mostly by 
sticking to the highway speed 
limit. By the end of the event, 
we were up to 100 per cent. 

The event also outlined 
the importance of choosing a 
vehicle best suited to the major¬ 
ity of your driving. 

Electric cars are viable trans¬ 
portation — they’re certainly 
not just oversized golf carts — 
but they’re primarily for com¬ 
muters who travel a daily dis¬ 
tance that’s within their range.

“Look, Mom — no hands ... no 
hands, no feet. This is some 
of the best driving I have ever 
done!” 

This was the animated re¬ 
action on a YouTube video of 
Steve Mahan sitting behind the 
wheel of his Toyota Prius, mak¬ 
ing a routine cruise through 
the Taco Bell drive-thru, then 
onto a quick pickup at the dry 
cleaners, and back home. 

Rather mundane journey, 
right? Hardly. 

See, Mahan is 95 per cent 
blind and the Prius he was ‘driv¬ 
ing’ is part of technology giant 
Google’s 10-car fleet of autono¬ 
mous vehicles. 

Mahan wasn’t actually the 
driver. He was a passenger in 
the driver’s seat, while the 
high-tech car safely navigated 
his trip and provided Mahan 
with a level of freedom he 
hasn’t enjoyed in years. 

“There are some places you 
cannot go. There are some 
things you cannot do,” Mahan 
said of his vision limitations. 
“Where this (technology) 
would change my life is to give 
me the independence and the 
flexibility to go to the places I 
both want to go, and need to 
go” 

The era of fully autonomous 
vehicles filling worldwide road¬ 
ways remains a long way off, 
but maybe not as far away as 
we might suspect. Google drew 
headlines in late April when it 
used the Society of Automotive 
Engineers (SAE) World Con¬ 
gress event in Detroit, Mich., to 
woo top automakers into part¬ 
nerships for developing and 
manufacturing autonomous 
vehicles. 

“All options are open,” said 
Anthony Levandowslri, the SAE 


keynote speaker and product 
manager for Google’s self-driv¬ 
ing vehicle project. 

“From giving the technol¬ 
ogy away, to licensing it, to 
working with (suppliers), work¬ 
ing with (automakers), building 
a car with them — everything 
is open and we’re trying to fig¬ 
ure out which paths make the 
most sense.” 

Not unlike the navigation 
systems on an aircraft, autono¬ 
mous vehicles use an intricate 
computer network of sensors, 
lasers, cameras, maps and GPS 
to navigate the roadways with¬ 
out driver assistance. 

From braking and park¬ 
ing, to speeding and swerving, 
some of these sophisticated 
“active safety” features already 
are available on many vehicles. 

Ford offers a parking assist¬ 
ance option on several of its 
models that use sensors at the 
front and rear of the car for 
hands-free parallel parking. 

BMW and Porsche, to name 
just two, have their “active” 
cruise-control systems with 
front sensors that scan the road 
ahead, then reduce power and 
apply the brakes when the cars 
approaches slower vehicles. 
This technology was successful¬ 
ly tested on Germany’s famed 
high-speed Autobahn freeway 
system. 

Cadillac plans to offer its 
Super Cruise on select 2013 
models. This technology uses 
fully automatic steering, brak¬ 
ing and lane centering to allow 
hands-free operation for an ex¬ 
tended period of time, but only 
during optimal highway driv¬ 
ing conditions. 

And parent General Motors 
is aggressively developing its 
line of autonomous safety fea¬ 
tures that monitor everything 
from blind spots to high beams. 

Google’s Levandowslri says 
improved safety is the root of 
his company’s autonomous 
initiative. He noted that 90 
per cent of all car crashes are 
caused by human error and 
he theorized that driverless 
vehicle technology could elim¬ 
inate a “huge chunk” of the 
injuries and deaths from these 
collisions. 

The U.S. National Highway 
Transportation Safety Admin- 


“In the coming years, autonomous driving systems 
paired with advanced safety systems could help 
eliminate the crash altogether by interceding on 
behalf of drivers before they’re even aware of a 
hazardous situation.” 

John Capp, GM’s director of Global Active Safety Electronics and Innovation

400,000 

Google reports that its driverless 
vehicles have logged more than 400,000 
kilometres of testing since 2009, with 
only two fender-benders. And one of 
those was caused by human error when 
the driver forgot he switched operating 
modes from auto drive to manual drive, 
which is a choice these vehicles offer. 
Google expects to log at least another 1.6 
million test kilometres before it offers the 
technology to the general public.

istration (NHSTA) estimates 
that vehicle crashes account 
for $200 billion US a year in so¬ 
cietal costs and for more than 
30,000 fatalities south of the 
border, making it the leading 
cause of death for people aged 
5-34. 

And while development 
of driverless technology con¬ 
tinues to gain traction, skepti¬ 
cism persists. Computers still 
crash and fail, and many driv¬ 
ers aren’t ready to trade their 
steering wheel for a micro¬ 
chip. Pricing, legislation and 
insurance hurdles also exist. 

Google’s hope is that mass 
production through a business 
partnership will help make 
these vehicles affordable to 
John Q. Public. But each of 
Google’s test vehicles carries 
about $200,000 worth of com¬ 
puter equipment, so a wide 
price gap obviously needs to 
be bridged. 

Government regulation 
may also be as stiff as the 
price. Nevada remains the 
only U.S. state that allows com¬ 
panies to legally test driverless 
vehicles on state roads, provid¬ 


ed a $l-to-$3-million insurance 
bond is posted. California, 
Florida, Oklahoma and Hawaii 
are in the process of legalizing 
robotic cars, but legislative re¬ 
luctance in some states could 
slow or stall product develop¬ 
ment. 

Yet, Google remains dili¬ 
gent and undaunted in its push 
to develop driverless technol¬ 
ogy, recently meeting with 
insurance companies to deter¬ 
mine where liability might fall 
in the event of a crash. Would 
the driver take the blame, or 
would accountability fall on 
the automaker that developed 
the technology? These issues 
must be settled before auton¬ 
omy becomes commonplace, 
but Google is committed and 
confident, estimating driver¬ 
less technology will be con¬ 
sumer-ready in 10 to 15 years. 

“I think it’s time for us to 
break that cycle and actually 
bring them to market sooner,” 
Levandowslri said. 

“I don’t think we need 
to wait 10 years for the next 
model or body styles to come 
out to build this technology.”

So thank heavens for 
S.H.I.E.L.D., the international 
peacekeeping agency of the 
Marvel Comics Universe. 

With Nick Fury running 
the show, and its crack team 
of operatives and scientists, 
the agency is well equipped 
to take care of extraterrestrial 
incidents. 

When things get really 
hairy, as it did in New York 
recently, Fury is even able to 
call upon the services of The 
Avengers, a disparate but ef¬ 
fective band of superheroes. 

But let’s talk about the cars 
and trucks used by S.H.I.E.L.D. 
They’re all Acura vehicles — 
MDX and ZDX crossovers, and 
TL sedans. Did anybody else 
notice this? 

Your investigative reporter 
certainly did, and was deter¬ 
mined to find out how and 
why Acura was so entrenched 
with S.H.I.E.L.D. To that end, 
we immediately requested 
an interview with Nick Fury, 
but he was unavailable (some¬ 
thing about being buried in 
script development on a pro¬ 


ject called Snakes on a Plane, 
the Prequel). 

But we did manage to 
talk to David Gardner, vice- 
president of marketing and 
sales for Acura Canada. Turns 
out that Acura America struck 
a promotional and marketing 
deal with Marvel Studios, and 
the deal actually goes back to 
the Iron Man II film. 

Acura is in the midst of 
launching several new prod¬ 
ucts with the new brand 
tagline, “When man and ma¬ 
chine connect, extraordinary 
happens.” 

According to Gardner, a 
continued association with 
Iron Man seemed like a no- 
brainer, considering that the 
heavy-metal superhero is 
man-machine exaggerated 
and glorified. 

In addition to the timing 
and Iron Man content, The 
Avengers is all about excite¬ 
ment, another element that 
Acura wants to incorporate 
into its revised brand prom¬ 
ise. 

“If you watch that mov¬ 
ie, there is no way you can 
say that wasn’t an exciting 
event,” says Gardner. “Excite¬ 
ment, emotion, engagement 
are what we’re after at Acura.” 

He notes that Acura’s 
excitement and emotional 
appeal has been a little lack¬ 
ing of late, because of its in¬ 
creased dependence on SUVs 
and crossovers, which now 
make up about 56 per cent of 
overall sales volume.

idea — Bridgestone 
wants to make tire 
commercially viable

Your vehicle isn’t just riding 
on its tires — it’s also riding 
on the cushion of air that’s 
inside them. A tire that has 
lost all of its air won’t get 
you anywhere, and even one 
that’s only lost some of its 
air pressure can affect your 
vehicle’s handling and fuel 
economy. 

Although none are on the 
market yet, several compan¬ 
ies are working on tires that 
don’t need any air at all, in¬ 
cluding Bridgestone. 

“It’s called the Non-Pneu¬ 
matic Concept Tire,” says 
Elizabeth Lewis, public rela¬ 
tions coordinator for Bridg¬ 
estone Americas. 

“There’s less mainten¬ 
ance to it, there’s no risk of 
flat tires and there are major 
end-of-life possibilities.” 

The airless tire consists 
of a spoke structure made

of thermoplastic resin, sur¬ 
rounded by a rubber tread. 
Everything in the tire can 
be recycled, and it can be 
retreaded numerous times 
with new rubber as needed 
before the entire tire has to 
be replaced. 

Bridgestone has been 
working on the concept for 
three years, primarily in 
Japan, and in smaller, lower- 
speed applications such as 
electric golf carts. 

“Instead of starting big, 
they started small, figuring 
out the major issues and 
then growing it with the idea 
of it being a commercially vi¬ 
able tire,” Lewis says. “This 
isn’t just pie-in-the-sky. Their 
eyes are on the vehicles we 
drive today, and they’re look¬ 


ing for a more environment- 
ally-friendly alternative to 
conventional tires.” 

There are numerous 
issues that must be resolved 
before you’ll be actually able 
to put a set on your car. At 
higher speeds, some airless 
tires tend to vibrate and 
make a lot of noise, although 
Lewis says that this design 
hasn’t presented that prob¬ 
lem. 

However, the company 
still has to deal with con¬ 
cerns related to high-speed 
handling, long-term dur¬ 
ability and performance in 
extreme temperatures. A 
marketable design will need 
to include something to pre¬ 
vent foreign objects from 
jamming into the spokes, 
and new manufacturing 
techniques and equipment 
will have to be developed for 
mass production. 

Despite the difficulties 
that must be overcome, 
Bridgestone will continue 
to develop the airless tire as 
part of its commitment to 
environmental issues, Lewis 
says. 

“It’s more than just ‘let’s 
make a neat wheel that cre¬ 
ates some buzz.’ We’re trying 
to improve our company and 
the products that we pro¬ 
duce in the future.”

Common Issues 


The RDX should be inspected 
for signs of leakage from the 
transmission, torque converter 
seal and rear differential. 

Since the RDX is equipped 
with a turbocharger, shoppers 
are advised to check for any 
signs of smoke, either at start¬ 
up or after a drive. This could 
indicate that the turbocharger 
is wearing out. Note that this 
component may be pricey to 
replace, but should last the life 
of the vehicle if frequent oil 
changes are carried out. Note 
that any transmission-related 
issues with jerldness, rough 
shifting or “slippage” could be 
caused by a poorly-charged bat¬ 
tery or bad sensor. If you note 
any issues with gear shifting, 
be sure to have the transmis¬ 
sion and associated electronics 
inspected by a mechanic.

Baghdad. Licence plates 
can go for $4,000 and up 
in Iraq as rising car sales 
put pressure on scarce 
supply 


By tiie time Ibrahim Khaled 
Mohammed turned to a car 
dealer looking for an offer, his 
1983 Volkswagen Passat could 
barely move. 

But here in the Iraqi cap¬ 
ital of Baghdad, the bald tires, 
balky engine and three dec¬ 
ades of wear weren’t much of 
a problem. What the buyer 
really wanted was the old white 
licence plate, a commodity far 
more valuable than the rusting 
clunker itself. 

The dealer paid Moham¬ 
med $3,800, counted out in U.S. 
hundred-dollar bills. “With¬ 
out the plate, it wouldn’t have 
been worth more than $500,” 
Mohammed said. 

Demand for new cars is 
soaring in Iraq as salaries rise 
and the level of violence creeps 
lower. That is good news for 
automakers such as General 


Motors and Kia Motors, which 
are reporting a big jump in 
sales here. 

The boom is proving lucra¬ 
tive too for dealers of recycled 
licence plates, who profit from 
a quintessentially Iraqi con¬ 
undrum: In many cases, the 
government will not issue new 
plates on vehicles bought from 
private dealerships. 

As a result, many new 
car buyers pay middlemen 
for plates salvaged from old 
vehicles. That can add thou¬ 
sands of dollars to the price 
of a new car — effectively im¬ 
posing a tax on first-time buy¬ 
ers that ends up in the hands 


of savvy businessmen rather 
than government coffers. “Go 
to a car dealer, and they’ll say: 
Do you want it with a plate or 
without?” said Ibrahim Jamil, a 
businessman who occasionally 
deals in cars. “If you have the 
money, you can find a plate.” 

Prices for popular Baghdad 
tags have skyrocketed past 
$4,000, up from just a few hun¬ 
dred dollars in 2005, accord¬ 
ing to Jamil and others in the 
trade. Those looking for plates 
often turn to extended family 
or friends, and even knock on 
the doors of strangers with a 
broken-down jalopy parked 
outside, hoping they’d be will¬ 


ing to sell the tags. 

Because Iraqi plates include 
the name of the province, 
those from ethically and reli¬ 
giously mixed regions like the 
capital are more valuable than 
ones from areas where one sect 
predominates. The cheapest 
plates, dealers say, come from 
Anbar, Diyala and Salahuddin 
— provinces where Iraq’s min¬ 
ority Sunnis are concentrated. 

“If you’re a Shiite living 
in a Shiite neighbourhood, 
you won’t buy a plate from 
Ramadi,” the capital of Anbar, 
said plate dealer Khaled Diwan. 

“You’d be too afraid.” 

He estimates he makes 
$500 on each plate he sells. 


For around $4,500, he can 
find you a plate and take care 
of the paperwork of changing 
the plate’s registration to the 
new car owner. The real value, 
though, is getting enough 
plates to have ready-installed 
on the new Hyundais and Kias 
he sells out of a friend’s dealer¬ 
ship. 

“A car with a plate already 
on it (is) much easier to sell,” 
he said. 

A surge in new car sales is 
driving up demand. 

General Motors says it sold 
32,000 vehicles in Iraq last year. 
That is up from 19,000 in 2010 
and fewer than 1,500 just five 
years ago. Iraq recently became 


GM’s second biggest regional 
market after Saudi Arabia, said 
John Stadwiclc, the company’s 
Mideast president and manag¬ 
ing director. Business is so good 
that GM is building a fancy 
new showroom that Stadwiclc 
predicts “will probably be the 
nicest building in Baghdad” 
when it opens later this year. 

Ford and Chiysler are also 
reporting gains. So are Euro¬ 
pean and Asian automakers. 
South Korea’s Kia sold more 
than 9,000 vehicles in the first 
three months of this year, up 47 
per cent over the same period 
a year ago, according to spokes¬ 
man Michael Choo.
